Economy and re- 
trenehmeut in the present expenditare 
may release @ considerable sum that may 
hereafter be utilized in @ different and 
much more productive way than it is 
now. But there is all the mouey, never- 
theless, that our new, goveroment will 
have at its command for some time to atir 
up things geverally. So those who ere 
auxious about the futuré will be able to 
form. a more of less accurate idea of 
what will be done vy the local @overo- 
ment within the next two years. The} 
next thing Lkely to spend money in the 
Colony is the Graviug Dock as. Esqui- 
malt, There are two sides to this qae - 
tion : one that. the gesrantee is not for a 
long enough period to indpce any one to 
construct the dock. Ov the other side, 
it has maintained that the guarantee 
is sofficient, .Now, whoever may be 
right, the Graving Dock cannot be com- 
menced till next year, at the carliest ; as 
it will evidently require & great deal of 
good financiering to do it then. ~Cousid- 
erable time will be consumed in deter- 
mining what kind of dock will be best, 
and io making the terms on which it will 
be built. Hence, if the ground be 
broken and the doek fairly started in 
1873, it will be about the atmost, Con- 
federation, then, taking this view, of the 


matter, does not seem calculated: to give 


jndustry either very great or a very 
sodden start. But there is the Railway 
to Cansda!l—That vast undertaking, 
whilst in coarse of coostruction, must 
give au immense impetus to every class 
of ind . We are unable to predict 
ret soon it will be built. There is, bow- 
ever, a fixed,—ten years,— within 
which it must be completed, —and doabt— 
less it will be done, But the conditions 
of union with Cansda allow two years 
within which to.commence its construc- 
tion. The surveys will first bave to be 
made ; rails and tives imported,— 
pod hence it is not likely that the work 

’ of econstraction will commence before the 
spring of 1873,'The expenditure of 
$30,000 to $50,000. a mile for railway, 
rolling stock, and depots, through five or 
six hundred miles of British Colambia, 
mast add most materially to our popula- 
tion, and proportionately increase bus~ 
iness of every. kind. far, then, /as} 
Confederation is concerned, its edvan- 
\ages, ss seen from the terms of anion, 
are at least scch as we have enumersted, 
—and hold ont a certain inducement to 
all who are in the country to stand by
